On the contrary, we uſe avoir, if the Participle be Indeclinable; that is, if it cannot be ſaid of any 
animate object: Ex. In dormir, to ſleep; rigner, to reign; vivre, to live, &c. take the Auxiliary

There are ſome Neuter Verbs which ſometimes take the Auxiliary avoir, and ſometimes the Auxiliary 
tre; theſe are, ſortir, to go out; refler, to ſtay, to remain; demeurer, to live, to remain; aller, to go; 
paſſer, to paſs, to go by; &happer, to eſcape, &c. 1 | 


Sortir, reſter, demeurer, and aller, are conjugated with avoir, when we wiſh to convey that we have been 
from heme, and that we are come back again, or when we mean that we were, but are no longer, in a place: 
Ex. Vai ſorti ce matin, I went out this morning; J'ai demeuri deux ans a Paris, | lived two years in Paris; 


11 a tiſté vingt ans d Rome, he has reſided twenty years at Rome; I a 46 d Londres cette ſemaine, He went 


to London this week. 


On the contrary, take the Verb #tre, if the perſon or perſons are not yet returned, and are ſtill in the 
place.—Ex. Mon pere eſt forti, My father is gone out; II eff alle a Londres, he is gone to London; I y 
eft demeuré, or refit, pour des affaires particulicres, he has remained there for private affairs, - 


It may be ſeen by the two examples I have given on the Verb aller, that this Verb has two Participles 
Paſſive ; viz. dé and alli, which Participles cannot be uſed indifferently one for the other, ſince the former 
inplies that the perſon who went is come back, whilſt in the latter he is ſtill gone. 


Paſſer conjugates its Compound Penſes with avoir, when it is uſed actively, and governs an abſolute 
caſe, or when 1t is followed by the Prepolition par, or ſome other, attended by a Noun or Pronoun;—Ex, 


Nous avons paſſe la riviere, we have croſſed the river; Jai paſſe par le parc de Greenwich, I went through 
Greenwich park. 


In all other caſes poſſer takes the Verb fire . —-Ex. Le roi of paſſe, vous ne ſauriex le vir, The king is 
gone by, you cannot ſee him; La pluie e/? paſſee, The rain is over. 4s 


Echapper, to eſcape, uſed in the ſenſe of Zviter, to avoid, requires the Verb avoir; on the contrary, it 


requires the Verb etre, when it fignifies to make one's eſcape, to fly from a place.— Ex. Tai echappe à la 
mort, I have*eſcaped death; Les priſanniers ſont, or ſe ſont &chappes, the priſoners have eſcaped, or made 


their eſcape.

It is to be obſerved that, when in the Interrogations there is a Noun ſtanding as Nominative to the Verb, that Noun ought 
to be put, in French, before the Verb; and the Pronouns, z/, elle, nous, vous, its, elles, though not expreſſad in Engliſh, maſt 
be expreſſed immediately after, according to the Number and Perſon of the Noun — Ex. Does your brother {peak French? 
(turn) Your brother, does he ſpeak French? —Hofre frere parie-t-il Frangois ® Has your filter any children ? Your ſiſter, has 
ſhe any children ; Votre ſa ur a-t-eile dos enfans But it the Sentence begins with gue, or an Adverb, the Pronoun is not to 
be expreſſed, and the Noun is to be pat after the Verb.— Ex. What is your filter doing?. De fait votre /aur ? How does 
your father do?
